On two occasions in the past I've asked editorally what might be the 
future of the County Medical Society, and among the options listed in the 
past was that perhaps our chief function was to have an organiaztion that 
was ready and able and held in a parking orbit until the time came when 
we were needed by American Medicine for a valuable service. With the 
push now on for comprehensive prepaid medical care one of the options 
which the government has suggested would be that a County Medical Society 
could actually be the contractual guaranteeing agent in a comprehensive pre¬ 
paid care plan. 

I think our society should give serious thought to a possibility that we 
would someday become involved in this situation. We should not reject this 
out of hand but should give it study, not by a committee, but by the society 
as a whole. Because if it comes to pass it would have to be the total society, 
or the greater part of the society, involved in such a plan to make it work. 
If the County Society would become involved in a situation like this, I think 
there would have to be some changes in organization developed. Many mem¬ 
bers have considered that the president's term is too short, being limited to 
one year. Certainly during the initial phase of such an undertaking we would 
need a strong president, elected for an indeterminate term or several years, 
to insure continuity of leadership until the plan was working smoothly. I 
would anticipate that the president could not do this on a part time basis 
either. He would have to devote full time, or at least several months of one 
of the years of his term, to the organization and development of the plan. It 
might even be necessary to bring a past president out of retirement to accom¬ 
plish such an objective. The economics of the situation would be that the 
Medical Society dues would initially have to be raised to support this man. 
Then later some portion of the administrative fee would have to be ear¬ 
marked for the salary of the man, or men, who would be needed to accom¬ 
plish this administrative task. Whether the review committees, etc., would be 
paid or voluntary is something that nobody knows at this time. 

The reason that I'm belaboring the point of this development is the fact 
that this is the only option that I have seen to date which really allows medi¬ 
cine to exert leadership in the delivery of health care at the point where 
competent medical leadership is most sorely needed. As a contracting agent 
we would be in the position to insist on the proper safeguards for the pro¬ 
fession as well as the obligations which might be imposed on us by the other 
side of the contracting group or party. Since this is a sensible option it 
may well be that the government never brings it into being. But the experi¬ 
mental pilot studies that have been done on the West Coast on a small scale 
show that it is a feasible operation and it might be started with such a pro¬ 
gram here with medicaide and then developed depending on what the future 
regulations may bring.

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MAHONING COUNTY AT OSMA MEETING 

The Mahoning County Medical Society was well represented at the an¬ 
nual meeting of the Ohio State Medical Association, held in Columbus in 
May. All four delegates were in atttendance at the opening and closing meet¬ 
ings of the House of Delegates, as well as at Sixth District caucus meetings 
and Reference Committee meetings. All four delegates rose to speak in debate 
at the final House of Delegates meeting. The delegation, headed by Dr. G. E. 
DeCicco, included Dr. J. V. Newsome, Dr. C. E. Pichette and Dr. Jack Schreiber. 

The Sixth District was represented on all important committees at the 
meeting. Dr. DeCicco was on Resolutions Committee #1; Dr. E. Gates Morgan 
(Summit) on Resolutions Committee #2; and Dr. Mark Herbst (Stark) on Reso¬ 
lutions Committee #3. Dr. E. W. Cauffield (Summit) was a teller on the Elec¬ 
tion Committee, and Dr. W. A. White, Jr. (Stark) was on the Nominating Com¬ 
mittee. Dr. Schreiber was on the Committee on Scientific Work. 

Dr. P. John Robechek, Cleveland, was unapposed and elected to the office 
of president-elect. At the final meeting, Dr. Richard L. Fulton, Columbus, 
was installed as president. Retiring president, Robert N. Smith, Toledo, pre¬ 
sided at both meetings. His president's address was considered by many to 
be one of the best ever given. 

All district councilors up for re-election were returned to office with Dr. 
David Fishman being elected Fifth District Councilor to replace Dr. Robechek. 
Dr. James L. Henry was re-elected treasurer of the Ohio State Medical Asso¬ 
ciation. 

In a spirited election, four delegates were named to the American Med¬ 
ical Association. Dr. Robert E. Tschantz was re-elected delegate. Two alter¬ 
nate delegates. Dr. Lawrence C. Meredith and Dr. Robert N. Smith were 
elected delegates, and Dr. Richard L. Meiling was elected delegate. 

Four were elected to the office of alternate delegate: Dr. Dwight L. Becker 
and Dr. Oscar W. Clarke, members of OSMA council, and Dr. H. Wm. Porter¬ 
field. Dr. Henry A. Crawford was re-elected alternate. 

At the end of the balloting, there were two one-year terms of alternate 
delegate unfilled. It took four ballots to fill the two positions, with Dr. George 
N. Bates, OSMA council member, winning one of the posts and Dr. Jerry L. 
Hammon, the other. 

Compared to other years, the 20 resolutions before the House were rela¬ 
tively bland. The introduction of five emergency resolutions at the opening 
session also did not generate any controversy. Despite this, all three resolu¬ 
tion committees ran overtime due to lengthy discussions. When the resolu¬ 
tions came to the floor at the final meeting, one proved to be highly contro¬ 
versial and caused more than an hour of debate before it was amended and 
passed. This was the resolution calling for the inclusion of medical students 
at the OSMA House of Delegates meetings. The point in guestion was whether 
they would be given the right to vote. It was finally decided that each Stu¬ 
dent American Medical Association chapter in Ohio would send a delegate, 
with neither the right to vote nor to hold office. 

Of special interest to Sixth District delegates was the resolution sponsored 
by Summit and Portage counties calling for a new two-county district which 
would separate them from the Sixth District. The resolution was defeated in 
committee. 

Also reported out of one of the resolution committees were extensive re¬ 
visions in the Constitution and By Laws of the OSMA. All resolutions and 
constitution revisions will be printed in a future issue of the OSMA Journal. 

Dr. Fulton named members to five standing committees of the OSMA. Dr. 
Schreiber was named to a five-year term on the Committee on Scientific 
Work.

Dear Sir: 

The Mav 19th meeting of the Mahoning County Medical Society revealed 
certain facts about our society which up to now we have more or less over¬ 
looked. 

1. There were only 30 out of 298 active members present Each one had 
been informed in advance of this meeting and the_ issue to be voted upon, 
such as the donation of $1,000.00 from the Society s fund to the Mahoning 
County Planning Association (M.V.P.A.) as an indication of support and ap¬ 
proval by the medical community. , 

2 Some of those who were present seldom if ever attended meetings 
of the Society but they attended this particular meeting in order to vote as a 
block. Indeed, immediately after the vote was over, they left as a block be¬ 
fore the program of the evening began! I must add that many of these 
physicians are in hospital based practice. 

A member of this group made the statement that the voting arrangement 
had been planned that way so that the Youngstown Hospital Association 
could obtain its building fund through the M.V.P.A. They had the erroneous 
impression that St. Elizabeth Hospital had obtained it funds through this 

° rg Tw°S n to make it clear that the $1,000.00 contribution to the M.V.P.A. 
which was approved by 15-14 was not the issue in the minds of the dissent¬ 
ing members, neither was the M.V.P.A., and of course, we all want Youngs¬ 
town Hospital Association to have a successful building program. The issues 
at stake are more fundamental and of more concern to us as individual phy¬ 
sicians and as a Society. I would like to summarize them as follows: 

1. We should examine if we do really have a viable medical society 
that guards the interests of the majority of all members. Just by reviewing 
the record of our attendance we can readily see the sad state The fact that 
a quorum was reduced to 10% of the membership bespeaks loudly of this 
desperation. The question comes whether attendance should be required m 
order to have a well informed community of physicians.

Futhermore, monetary gain should not be the main consideration in the 
support of any organization.

3 We seem to ignore another faction which is rapidly increasing in 
numbers and influences; the hospital based physicians. They have different 
problems from those of the private practitioners. This is natural, since thei 
work is oriented along different lines and has its different aims and demands. 
They seem to tolerate well the outside forces which are active in their organ 
zation and control of medicine. To the private practitioner these forces are a 
threat to his independence and his personal relationship with his patients^ 

Up to now, our entire structure including our representations among otner 
groups including M.V.P.A. have been based on the false premise that we are 
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united in a common endeavor with common goals and interests at least on 
the major issues that affect the practice of medicine. We will be less than 
honest if we continue under these pretenses. 

Our urgent job is not the debate against the T.V. networks, the govern¬ 
ment, or any external force, but rather to honestly reexamine our structure as 
a Society in a realistic manner. Witch doctors treat their sick by vigorously 
trying to ward off external evil spirits, but how many do they ever cure?

NO INCREASE IN BLUE CROSS GROUP RATES 

There will be no increase in rates for the Group Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield coverage for members of the Mahoning County Medical Society in the 
six-month billing to go out this month. Rates remain the same as the billing 
last January. Costs are determined on a merit rating formula for each particu¬ 
lar group, by Associated Hospital Service. 

Family rate for six months will continue to be $172.32 for Blue Cross only, 
or $196.26 for Blue Cross and Blue Shield. Single rate is $74.40 for Blue Cross 
or $82.80 for both. 

Both the Blue Cross and Blue Shield plan will cover dependent children 
to age 25. Blue Cross will cover patients in the hospital for 730 days. It covers 
hospitalization for mental and nervous disorders for 30 days. Blue Shield does 
not cover mental and nervous disorders, but will pay the physician if he gives 
psychiatric care in a hospital. The Blue Shield plan has a $300 maximum 
surgical benefits. 

Bills are currently being sent to members through the Medical Society 
office. Final date for payment to that office is July 15th. New members may 
join at this time. Failing to do so, they may not join the group until the next 
open date, July 1, 1971.
